November 6, 1979, except such employes as may prior to the election 
quit their employment or be discharged for cause, for the purpose of 
determining whether the required number of such employes desire to 
be represented by United Professionals for Quality Health Care for 
purposes of collective bargaining in an existing collective bargain- 
ing unit consisting of Registered Nurses, 
and Public Health Nurses.

ORDER AMENDING DIRECTIO;N OF ELECTION 

In accordance with the parties' stipulation to this effect, 
employes in the voting group described i;n the Direction of Election 
shall vote on whether to be represented 'by the Petitioner as part 
of an existing unit of professional employes consisting of persons 
employed by the Dane County Hospital and Home in the classifications 
of Registered Nurse and InService Training Nurse and all persons 
employed by the Dane County Department o:f Health in the classifica- 
tion of Public Health Nurse, but excluding supervisors, craft employes, 
managerial and confidential employes, or no representation. 

If a majority vote in favor of such, representation in said unit 
the Commission will issue an order modifying the existing bargaining 
unit description to reflect the inclusio'n of the Occupational 
Therapists, Physical Therapists and Dental Health Coordinators.
